Tile picture ia without postmark, ® d tie 
enclosed note bearing Mr, So Lapp’ s typed name also is undated. 

Of tue tning* I originally requested, tnia leaves only the letter 
ensuring ac that I was, in fact, given access to the entire file. Ineourt, of 
course, tnia would nave bees automatically assured. 

If you r- viewed your correspondence on this matter, as 1 requested in 
my laet letter, it should be obvious to you that Mr. Ssrdley's representation 
of what be pays be bad been told of undeaeribed "informed" communication to bias 
ia utterly without meaning* "be re ia almost no a o count of tbe file cover that 
be did not* at one time or another, provide a«, no one of ifeioh is sacurete* 

%en I banded his tbe list of what 1 mss then requesting, back in May, 
and bn told ae, forthrightly, ia toe presence of my lawyer, that b® would not 
give me tale cover or this latter, 1 suggested to aim taat your purposes also 
are served by suen a latter, and tuat it should be from tae one wUo baa custody of 
tbe file I OTumined, no other person saving first-hand knowleuge of it« contents. 

? rior to tbia, tbe Civil division bad ruahed into court witu two frivolous motion*, 
both alleging tbe suit waa soot, although x bad not yet bean shown anything. Therefor# 
asids from any concern you may or may not have about abiding with tt» "Freedom of 
Info motion" law, I think you should want rae to have tbia assurance, in some 
meaningful form. 

Because tae persona* *o showed me the file was not its custodian, I 
know, of course, tuat this persona does not have first-hand knowledge- of wie t was 
banded to m» Therefore, to simplify this for you, I will accept & letter from 
this rieraoa describing toe contents of tbe file, with page numbers. 

Frankly, I can conceive of a® reason consistent with aonssiy o £ 
intent for this letter to be denied ra®o ^ou did, after all, ' assure the court of 
this on sore than one occasion, ia ovary mn® before it was dose. I do hope tasre 
will bo b® farther hang-ups.
